1 . This communication is responsive to the communication filed on 08/07/2009. 
Claims 1-60 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 :

station performing a handoff method whereby receiving channel 
information on access points classified in class 370 class 331 .

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope 
and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is 
separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination I has separate utility that doesn't 
require combining received data as in invention II See MPEP § 806.05(d). 
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The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together.
